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President  David  M.  Edwards 


IN  reviewing  the  history  oi  Earlham  College  one's  attention  is  noticeably  at- 
tracted by  the  type  and  character  of  her  presidents.  In  the  past  they  have  been 
men  whose  personalities  were  the  inspiring  and  guiding  force  in  the  development 
oi  this  Quaker  Institution.  They  were  men  fired  with  the  desire  to  see  Earlham 
nne  of  the  best  and  most  outstanding  colleges,  and  one  possessing  distinct  qualities. 
These  desires,  ambitions,  and  expectations  of  the  past  presidents  are  those  of 
President  Edwards  and  have  become  a  part  of  him,  heart,  body,  and  soul.  It  has 
been  for  the  accomplishment  of  these  that  he  has  during  the  past  nine  years  dedi- 
cated himself. 

On  assuming  the  presidency  here  in  1917  Doctor  Edwards  found  that  the 
college  carried  a  deficit,  and  that  it  was  further  handicapped  in  its  work  due  to 
a  scanty  endowment.  lie  immediately  set  about  to  obviate  these  difficulties  in 
order  that  the  development  of  the  college  would  not  he  further  checked.  It  was 
but  a  short  time,  until  the  debt  was  raised  and  all  obligations  cleared,  lie  then 
set  about  to  overcome  the  second  and  equally  important  difficulty — that  of  the 
endowment.  Through  untiring  efforts,  and  his  determination  that  Earlham  must 
go  ahead,  the  campaign  of  last  year  was  closed  with  the  endowment  raised  to  a 
million  and  a  quarter  dollars.  Mis  administration  has  been  marked  by  other  ma- 
terial achievements  which  are  a  tremendous  aid  m  the  carrying  on  of  college 
work  such  as  the  erection  oi  the  new  Indoor  Field,  the  increase  in  library  facili- 
ties, and  other  minor  improvements.  President  Edwards'  efforts  have  not  been 
confined  to  the  increasing  of  Farlham's  material  assets  only,  but,  have  also  been 
directed  toward  the  creation  and  development  of  a  greater  spirit  id'  co-operation 
between  the  college  and  Richmond.  Through  his  inspiring  and  commanding  per- 
sonality President  Edwards  has  brought  the  two  in  closer  contact  than  has  ever 
existed  before.  He  has  made  each  realize  their  interdependence,  the  importance 
and  essentiality  of  one  to  the  other. 

In  his  work  to  bring  about  these  results  I 'resilient  Edwards  has  become  one 
of  the  outstanding  men  in  Richmond.  During  the  past  year  he  has  been  presi- 
dent oi  (he  Rotary  Club,  head  of  the  community  service  organization  and  has 
taken  active  part  in  many  other  civic  affairs. 

Since  the  Lindley  Hall  tire  President  Edwards  has  been  devoting  the  greater 
part  of  his  time  to  the  formulating  of  plans  for  the  erection  oi  a  new  building,  and 
the  determination  of  the  best  means  of  raising  the  required  funds.  In  both  of  these 
his  accomplishments  have  been  admirable.  Due  to  bis  farsightedness,  and  his 
realization  of  Farlham's  needs  it  is  justly  conceded  that  this  institution,  founded 
by  so  noble  a  group,  will  be  led  to  a  future,  bigger  and  better,  beyond  the  highest 
expectations  of  us  all.

Tl  IK  Earlham  Press  Club  lias  for  a  history,  one  that  is  tremendously  distinctive, 
for  it  has.  during  the  past  seventeen  years  unceasingly  devoted  its  efforts 
towards  the  best  interests  of  Earlham  College,  expressing  itself  through  the 
medium  of  the  weekly  paper  known  as  The  Earlham  Press.  Realizing  the  essen- 
tiality of  spreading"  and  giving  publicity  to  Earlham's  activities  there  met  in  the 
fall  of  1908  a  group  of  men  who,  independent  of  faculty  aid  and  sponsor,  or- 
ganized a  club  which  assumed  the  responsibility  of  supplying  various  newspapers 
with  articles  regarding  Earlham's  affairs.  (  hi  November  6th  it  received  its  charter 
On  lanuarv  28,  1911,  the  first  Earlham  Press  was  published.

THE  Student  Affairs  Association  is  the  official  student  body  organization.  It 
is  one  of  which  every  student  of  the  college  community  is  a  member.  The 
Association  is  recognized  as  the  most  efficient  means  of  acquiring  cooperation 
in  a  group  of  this  size. 

The  duty  of  the  Association,  as  its  name  implies,  is  to  attend  to  the  busi- 
ness of  the  student  group  as  a  whole.  Through  it.  the  various  committees  such 
as  social,  booster,  music,  and  others  are  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  activities 
in  which  the  student  body  as  a  whole  takes  part.  Also  through  it  the  financing 
of   the  student   activities  is  handled.

Athletic  Prospects 


WITH  the  resignation  of  Norman  G.  Wann  from  the  Physical  lulu- 
cation  Department  of  Earlham  College,  President  Edwards  is  con- 
fronted with  the  task  of  securing  a  man  capable  of  holding  the  prestige 
attained  in  State  athletic  circles  and  increasing  it  as  much  as  possible.  It 
is  the  aim  of  the  Athletic  Committee  to  heighten  Earlham's  position  but 
to  do  so  only  by  a  rigid  policy  of  fair  play  and  non-professionalism.  The 
present  plan  lias  not  hampered  the  scholastic  standing  of  the  school  and 
it   is  not  expected  to  let  such  a  condition  enter  in. 

In  reviewing  Coach  Warm's  two  year  stay  with  the  institution  we 
find  that  though  he  bad  what  would  generally  be  classed  as  green  material 
with  which  to  work  he  has  been  able  to  turn  out  winning  teams.  By  grad- 
uation this  year  only  one  letter  man  will  be  lost  in  football,  none  in  basket- 
ball and  tour  in  track.  This  indicates  that  there  is  a  wealth  of  material 
in   the  underclasses   for  the  successor  to  mold  teams  around. 

Coach  Wann  was  very  ably  assisted  in  football  this  year  by  M.  O. 
Ross  who  also  bad  complete  charge  of  the  track  leant.  According  to 
present  plans  Coach  Ross  will  be  with  the  college  another  year  and  the 
outlook  for  next  season  is  brightened  by  this  fact. 

The  standing  of  intra-mural  athletics  has  unquestionably  been  ele- 
vated to  a  higher  degree  than  lias  ever  before  been  attained.  This  has 
been  due  largely  to  the  work  of  Assistant  Coach  Maplesden,  who  will 
not  return  another  year.  This  probably  means  that  two  men  will  be  needed 
for  the  department  next  year. 

Though  several  men  are  being  investigated  no  definite  arrangements 
have  vet  been  made  to  till  these  vacancies.  There  is  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  Earlham's  position  in  athletics  will  constantly  be  raised.  Suc- 
cessful teams  are  to  be  found  only  when  able  material  is  available  and 
every  student,  old  and  present,  should  feel  a  direct  responsibility  in  help- 
ing to  keep  such  a  condition  constant.

Every  woman  in  college  is  entitled  to 
work  for  an  "E.  C."  "Double  E"  an  "E"  or 
for  class  numerals.  In  order  to  earn  points 
for  the  respective  letters,  she  may  choose 
from  any  of  the  following  sports:  Hockey, 
basketball,  baseball,  track,  tennis,  archery, 
hiking,  general  gym,  golf  and  health.  In 
each  of  these  sports  a  fixed  number  of  points 
is  awarded  for  definite  requirements  pertain- 
ing- to  that  particular  sport. 

The  three  thousand  points  necessary  for 
a  white  E.  C.  sweater,  the  highest  honor,  must 
be  won  in  four  sports  and  must  include  not 
less  than  one  hundred  points  won  for  ob- 
serving I  [ealth  Rules,  An  E.  C.  Club  was  organized  in  1923  by  girls  then 
candidates  for  the  awards,  with  Edith  Haworth  as  President  and  Emily  Lippin- 
cott  as  Undergraduate  Secretary.  Graduate  members  of  the  club  are:  Margaret 
Taylor.  Thomasina  F.  Fisher,  Nellie  1).  Teale,  Edith  H.  lliggins,  Agnes  S. 
Kellum,  Elizabeth  Parker,  Rebecca  Borden  Clements.  Marv  Finch,  Beulah  ISrown, 
and  Vetta  Fellow.

ONE  hundred  and  seventy-one  students  were  enrolled  in  the  Earlham  Sum- 
mer Course  last  summer.  Of  tins  number  fifty  were  taking  elemental"}' 
courses  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  regular  college  work.  Thirty-six 
were  re-registered  students  and  eighty-six  new.  Approximately  seventy-five 
of  the  total  number  lived  in  the  two  dormitories  while  the  remainder  were 
day  students. 

The  session  opened  on  fune  12th  and  lasted  until  August  7th  and  courses 
were  offered  in  twelve  departments.  This  year  a  similar  opportunity  is  offered 
with  a  greater  variance  in  the  curriculum.  It  will  he  possible  to  complete  a 
year's  work  in  iirst  year  chemistry  and  several  other  courses.  This  makes  it 
possible  for  students  who  have  changed  their  major  and  minor  schedule  to 
graduate  with  their  class.

Field  Trips 

NOT  unimportant  in  the  various  Earlham  activities  are  the  field  trips  con- 
ducted hv  the  ( ienlngv  Department  to  acquaint  students  with  the  practical 
application  of  the  geological  principals.  Two  years  ago  the  Geology  Department 
in  conjunction  with  the  Biology  Department  offered  a  trip  of  this  sort  to  ^>  ellow-

trance. With  the  completion  of  a  thesis  covering  the  work  six  college  hours  oi 
credit  were  given  each  student. 

This  summer  the  Geology  Department  is  offering  the  same  sort  of  a  trip  to 
the  same  region  and  many  students  have  already  enrolled  for  the  work.  I  he 
party  will  leave  Richmond  the  latter  part  of  July  and  return  the  last  of  August. 
Such  particulars  as  the  location  of  the  camp  have  not  been  worked  out  yet 
but  it  is  probable  that  the  camp  will  be  moved  a  few  limes  giving  a  greater  scope 
to  the  territory  to  be  covered.

DURING  the  past  year  Earlham  College  has  lived  up  to  her  enviable  reputa- 
tion in  intercollegiate  debating  which  she  has  held  for  over  a  i|uarter  of  a 
century  and  has  given  her  standing  added  stability  by  her  recent  accomplish- 
ments. Being  the  only  school  in  the  state  to  have  won  all  four  of  the  triangular 
league  debates  this  year  Earlham  becomes  champions  for  the  second  time  in  the 
Indiana  Intercollegiate  Debating  League,  which  is  composed  of  twelve  colleges 
and  universities.  The  championship  was  previously  won  in  l'<22.  This  vear 
Earlham  had  four  dual  and  four  league  debates.  The  dual  affairs  did  not  count 
in  the  state  championship  race,  but  were  merely  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the 
teams  experience  for  the  real  contests  and  to  create  interest.

(  )f  the  thirteen  contests  which  have  been  held 
Earlham  has  won  nine. 

The  winner  received  a  prize  of  sixty  dol- 
lars and  is  eligible  for  the  national  prize  which 
is  awarded  on  the  basis  of  composition  rather 
than  delivery. 

In  his  oration  Mr.  Shaffer  said,  "I  do 
not  offer  polished  boots  and  gold  braid,  loud  cheers  and  comfort  kits.  1  offer 
scorn,  jeers,  misunderstanding,  a  cross,  but  a  resurrection  with  a  lasting  peace. 
1  do  not  offer  a  sword,  a  gun  or  an  aeroplane  to  use  as  weapons  but  1  beg  of 
you.  use  heart  and  voice,  pen,  the  pulpit,  press  and  the  platform  to  forge  a 
sterling  chain  of  fellowship  around  the  world  in  the  fires  of  a  burning  passion 
for  peace." 

Mr.  Shaffer's  production  and  delivery  was  considered  among  the  best  ex- 
amples of  that  which  has  represented  Earlham  thus  far  in  the  peace  contests.

THE  Day  Students  presented  "Kempy"  in  Dennis  Junior  High  School  Audi- 
torium on  the  evening-  of  January  17.  The  play,  a  three  act  comedy  of 
American  life  was  written  by  |.  C.  Nugent  and  Elliott  Nugent.  It  was  pro- 
duced under  the  direction  of  Rollo  A.   Talcott. 

The  play  has  its  setting-  in  a  small  New  Jersey  town  about  sixty  miles 
from  New  York.  In  the  short  space  of  a  day  the  author  shows  how  the  desire 
for  fame  influences  men's  actions  and  how  sobering-  are  the  demands  of  re- 
sponsibility. The  curtain  is  drawn  on  the  old-fashioned  living  room  of  "Dad" 
Bence  where  the  activity  of  the  play  centers.  "Dad"  is  in  financial  difficulty 
through  the  expenditures  of  his  second  daughter  Kate,  who  is  a  victim  of  the 
fairly  common  fickle  and  vaporous  ideas  of  becoming  famous.  The  entire  family 
is  interested  in  Kate's  career  but  really  want  to  see  her  married  to  "Duke" 
Merrill,  a  prosperous  business  man  who  is  ready  to  marry  her.  The  ludicrous 
attempts  of  the  family  to  help  in  the  affair  defeat   their  purposes. 

The  arrival  of  Kemp  James  as  a  plumber  causes  complications  in  the  sit- 
uation, for  he  is  given  an  opportunity  to  develop  the  love  that  fairly  over- 
whelms him  at  his  first  sight  of  Ruth,  the  youngest  daughter  in  the  family. 
"Kempy"  tells  Ruth  of  his  plans  to  become  an  architect  and  how  he  had  been 
inspired  to  this  high  goal  by  a  book.  He  further  tells  her  that  he  had  sworn  to 
marry  the  author  of  the  book.  Ruth  realizes  that  her  sister  is  the  author  of  the 
strange  book  ami   of  course  tells  her  about   the  young  man's  intentions. 

Kate  takes  advantage  of  his  unwilling-  agreement  to  marry  her.     This   ini- 

'  stable  and  unnatural  state  of  affairs  challenges  "Duke"  Merrill  out  of  a  drunken 

stupor  and  after  becoming  master  of  himself  becomes  master  of  the  situation.

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Architects'  Drawing  of  New  Building 

New  Building 

SINCE  the  destruction  of  Lindley  Hall,  college  officials  have  been  confronted 
will]  the  tremendous  difficulty  of  meeting"  the  incident  complications  and 
of  arranging  for  a  new  administration  building.  In  the  first  particular  the  ad- 
ministration has  succeeded  admirably  well  and  activities  have  proceeded  with- 
out a  hitch  except  for  one  day's  delay. 

Though  things  are  outwardly  running  smoothly  it  is  plainly  evident  that 
if  the  college  is  to  continue  its  existence  a  new  administration  and  recitation 
building  must  be  had  immediately.  A  building  committee  began  work  the  day 
after  the  lire  and  the  picture  above  shows  the  architects'  drawing  of  the  build- 
ing decided  upon.  In  a  few  details  ti  will  probably  differ  from- the  picture  but  to 
date  it  is  accurate.  It  is  to  accommodate  the  administration  offices,  recitation 
rooms,  the  chapel   and  ample   rest  room   facilities. 

In  the  meantime  the  President  and  a  few  other  officials  in  conjuction  with 
the  business  men  of  Richmond  have  launched  a  building  fund  drive  in  which 
$200,000  of  the  $300,000  total  is  to  be  raised  in  Richmond  and  vicinity.  The 
campaign  was  formally  opened  May  12  and  at  the  time  of  going  to  press  con- 
siderably over  $100,000  has  been  subscribed.  The  building  is  to  be  started  as 
soon  as  possible  and  completed  by  the  fall  of  1926.

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The  Sareasso  Sea 


WE  wonder  how  many  people  really  know  how  the  name  of  this  book 
originated  and  what  it  stands  for,  or  whether  they,  as  we,  have  accepted 
the  name  as  a  matter  of  fact.  In  about  1907  a  contest  was  held  at  Earlham  giving 
a  prize  for  a  name  must  suitable  for  the  annual.  Interest  was  keen  and  the  award 
was  given  to    ["nomas  Leslie   Easterling  for  the  name  Sargasso. 

The  idea  for  the  name  was  obtained  from  the  tales  and  romantic  legends 
about  the  "Sargasso  Sea"  shown  in  the  map  above.  The  sea  was  named  by  the 
Portuguese  from  the  word  "sarga,"  a  kind  of  grape,  because  the  seaweed  of  this 
region  is  distinctive  in  having  small  gas-filled  bulbs  looking  like  grapes  which  en- 
able it  to  float.  I  fere  the  legend  tells  us  all  the  wrecks  and  derelicts  of  the  Atlantic 
from  the  .ancient  Phenician  galleys  to  the  modern  catastrophies  have  collected. 
Columbus  was  in  the  sea  when  the  "Trade  Winds"  tailed  bun  and  the  seaweeds 
threatened  to  trap  him  permanently. 

While  the  old  legends  are  probably  mostly  fictitious  it  is  no  doubt  true  that 
many  derelicts  and  great  quantities  of  debris  drift  to  this  region  as  it  is  the  link 
of  the  great  wheel  defined  by  the  Gulf  Stream  from  tin-  southwest  and  the 
equatorial   current    from   the  southeast. 

In  much  the  same  manner  as  this  material  collects  in  this  historic  sea  so  the 
pictures  of  students,  the  faculty,  organizations,  teams  and  scenes  as  well  as  the 
activities  of  the  campus  are  collected  each   year  ami  deposited   in     I  HE   Sargasso.
